And therefore in the New Teſtament it is 
preſcribed, ** Let every ſoul be ſubject unto the higher 
powers: for there is no power but of God. The 
powers that be are ordained (or ordered) of God 1.

And if we really feel any 
due reverence for legal government, or have any juſt 
regard to our own happineſs, we ſhall pay a conſtant 
and proper reſpect to our Sovereign, and to all his faith- 
ful delegates and magiſtrates ; we ſhall do nothing pur- 
poſely and maliciouſly to thwart and contradict them, 

nor contribute in any ſhape, degree, or meaſure, to 
thoſe diſturbances in a kingdom, which as they ſpring 
from ill affections and rancorous paſſions, will always 
end in diſorder and calamity, in. ſedition, treaſon and 
rebellion. For where malice and ns are, there 1s

We live in an age when the regſon of poor 
frail man is ſet up againſt the revelation of the moſt 
high Gop, and when the proud philoſophy and 
_ 44 vain deceit“ of ſcepticks, of infidels and atheiſts, 
exalt themſelves againſt the ſacred ſcriptures, and the 
communications of the Holy Spirit of God. But not 
to mention that every thing which hath been at any 
time objected againſt the Bible, and our moſt holy re- 
ligion, hath been anſwered and refuted again and again, 
by the pens of the ableſt writers, as well of honeſt 
and learned /aymen, as of eccleſiaſticks and divines; not 
to dwell upon this fact, I would remind you, that 


Chriſtianity, which is © the foundation of God, ſtandeth

With regard to the civil government of our country, 
and the conſtitution of England, as it is now, and has 
been long eſtabliſhed both in church and ſtate, I muſt 
beg leave to obſerve to you, that it is founded in reaſon, 
in law, and in equity; hath had the ſanction of time 
and experience, and the uniform approbation of the 
vwiſeſt and beſt men in all ages, and of all nations. And 
although our civil polity may perhaps, like all other hu- 

man inſtitutions, have ſome imperfections, and although 
the adminiſtration of it may be at times liable to errors, 
yet theſe imperfections and errors, whether real or ima- 
ginary, will always be beſt remedied and cured by the 
means and powers which are inherent in the conſtitu- 
tion itſelf; namely, by the wiſdom of the legiſlature, 
by the knowledge and prudence and judgment of the 
ſenators, by the ſound learning and abilities, and up- 
rightneſs of the judges, and by the incorruptible and 
unimpeachable integrity of the various rulers and ma- 
giftrates of the realm; and not by the clamours of the 
ignorant, the idle, and the diſcontented, not by the tur- 
bulence of factious demagogues, nor by the licentious 
ferocity of popular commotions. | 


Let me then warn you, my hearers, and moſt eſpe- 
cially you who are aſſociated in arms, for the expreſs 
purpoſe of defending and maintaining our conſtitution
